An impressive cortege -started, to 
the .aecompaniment of salutes. from 
the guns, for the Aoyama Parade 
Ground, troops and bluejackets lin- 
ing the route. All in the procession 
walked on foot, thore forming it— 
Prinees, Ministers Peers and Com- 
moners—heing the highest in the 
land. Hundreds. of attendants and 
retainers hore ancient martiat oma. 
ments and weird symbols, their 
ranks being interspersed with musi- 
cians playing ancient instruments,

included 500 British 
sailors, communded by |. Admiral 
Winsloe, The scene in the streets, 
which were thronged with dense, 
silent crowds, was impressive in the 
Giant imourning trees;
